The Rutland High Indoor track team has 
just completed one of their best seasons in 
the past 5 years. 

The team coached by Hugh Short ended 
its regular season with a 5-0 dual meet 
record and 4-2 overall. One of Rutland*s 
two defeats c;une at the hand of a strong 
Lyndon Institute team in the final meet of 
the season in which Rutland finished a 
close second in a field of sixteen teams. The 
other defeat occurred in the Tri-Statc meet 
which included teams from Maine, New 
Hampshire, and Vermont. Rutland was the 
top Vermont team in placing seventh out of 
a field of 23 teams. 

RiLtland was presented a trophy for being 
the 1970 winter league indoor champions.
